Grant is (o far from being . a Monopoly, that 'tis (if rightly 


conlider'd) the greateſt advantage imaginable tothe Intereſt - 


of England; fince if His Majeſty thought fit altogether to re- 


faſe Licenſe, (which none can deny, bur He may do) 'twould ' 


prove greatly prejudicial to this Kingdom ; and then, if it be 


further conſidered, that by this Grant, there is no more intend- - 
ed than inſtead ofa 100 (ſuppoſing that the number of Mer- - 


chants) taking Licenſes (ingly, they ſhould be oblig'd to take 


them joyn'd in a Company as one man3 and no man being ex- _
